2, Subject was born June 20, 1900 at I'ovotcherka ska, 
Russia . I-e is reported to h.ave been a ballet dancer who settled 
In Gorniany in 1931, soon thereafter acq\Jlrin,i '.orman citizenship. 

. :'0 Inter cnlistocl in tho Pazl Ibi*ty aru; became a Tnem'ocr of the SS • 
In T;:arch 1941, he arrived In France as a member of the '*Russlsche 
Abteilun::*’ of the Gestapo, presumably entrusted with the job of 
keeping track of Russian colonics in France, Alon.t v/ith a cer- 
tain Coloiiel iIOI.'.mCH, he fo unded a Bureau called ”i)iroctIon of 
Affairs of Russian Emigrants in France,"’ he is reported to have 
caused the arrest of fasil FAKL.AKOFI , Fresidont of the Russian 
Rrnl ;rnnts Office in p9r5.s and his assistant^M, J f'KOVf.CT • All 
documents and files of the office wore seized by the Gestapo and 
transferred to Ko, 4 Rue Galllera, the former premises of the 
League of Nations which, had been requested by subject for his 
own bureau. 

3, The activity of subject from the spring of 1941 
to the liberation of P?:ir is is described as follows: 

(1) He directed conferences rnd the publication of 
Russian language papers In Paris for the spreading of Nazi Prop- 
aganda against the Soviets, Anglo-Americans and jews. The paper 
edited by subject was entitled "Parizskij Vestnik” - The Paris 
Messenger • 

X2) Subject engaged in attempts to enlist Russian 
emigrants in the 're tnan army, the Todt and Speer organizations 
and for voluntary labor in Germany. 

(3) He directly assisted the Gestapo in forcing 
all Russians to register at his office, a procedure which then 
supplied the Gestapo v/lth complete files on all Russians in 
France; employed them to track down Jews and other vietduns whose 
unfavorable backgrounds enabled the Nazis to force them to com- 
pulsory labor. It is reported that 15,000 cards were In subject's 
files. In some Instances, subject interceded for Russians sus- 
pected by the Gestapo only on condition that the victim would 
agree to '’voluntary" engagement In the German Army on the 
Eastern Front. According to reports, subject frequehtly declared 
that he had been nominated for his job by Hitler, himself. 
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
